Cincinnati, o., June 13. — William Linker’s Sebago, 
after many unsuccessful efforts, managed to score 
in the $1,000 handicap that featured this after- 
noon s program at Estonia. He ran in his best form 
and had to lie good to land the purse, as lie was 
one of the last to leave t lie |>ost. He came with a 
•treat rush in the stretch under a masterly ride and 
dis|msed of the erratic Silver Bill. El Paiomar 
till l shed third, and following him came Casey Jones, 
Closer, Theresa Gill and other good sprinters. 

Favorites fared well this afternoon, four of the 
first choices scoring. The beaten favorites were 
Chart ier in the second race and Celesta in the fifth. 
Chartier's showing was poor in view of his recent 
good performances and he finished in third place 
after failing to show much speed in any part of 
the mile and a sixteenth journey. 

.1. N. Camden’s crack filly, Casuarina, was the 
shortest priced winner of the afternoon and she 
had to be hustled to outstay Ruffles in the. filial fur- 
long drive. 

T. C. McDowell's colors were successful in two 
instances when Ambition accounted for the opening 
race and Strong took the closing dash. Martin’s 
handling of the latter this afternoon was in striking 
contrast to the bungling ride he gave him in his 
previous start. 

The Doerhoefer & West establishment finally 
managed to take a purse when Jimmie Gill led home 
a band of ordinary platers in the lifth race after 
leading all the way. 

The attendance was again of generous proportions 
and the betting was brisker than on any former day 
since the opening. 

Manager John Ilachmeister is making elaborate 
preparations to entertain tomorrow one of the 
biggest crowds in the history of Latonia. There

Sinee racing has Is-en resumed over the most extensive and commodious plant in America it is fitting 
Hint Daily Racing Form readers should lie given an opportunity to refresh their memories as to its various 
courses. Over foi l- hundred acres ate in the Belmont Park enclosure and tin- Westchester Racing Associa- 
te';, lias several hundred additional adjoining acres in reserve. The great course is three tracks in one, 
the grass track and jumping course being immediately within the circuit of the main racing track. The 
mam track is a "standard” rolled dirt and screened course, a mile and a half long and one hundred feet 
wide. The grass track is one and three-eighths miles long and tile jumping course— the inside track of the 
three— is a mi e and a quarter long. At the eastern end of the triple tracks a secondare mile long working 
track is laid out on a tangent to tin- main tracks — that is. across the end. in front of the second group of 
stables and in lull view — as are al! the tracks — of the viewing stands and the clubhouse. A two-mile 



There are four supplementary tracks or ‘‘chutes" formed by extending the sides of the mu’n track on 
the east a id west and in the same manner by extending the sides of the mile track north and south In 
that way a straightaway sot-h eighths of a mile track is formed out of the main track ending direct v in 
I rout of tile grandstand, while tile extension of the baekstreteh westward makes a one and three-eighths 
nii.es course to the finish, with only one Unn around the eastern curve of the main track On the mile 
track directly north of the main track's straightaway, to the east, left hand races can lie run and the shies 
of the track extend into straightaway chutes similar to those of the main track. Furthermore the west 
side of tile mile track connects with the east end of the main track, making it possible to run horses from 
one track into the other, thus allowing for a great variety of track forms and combination races of unv 
distanees desired. 

At Belmont Park races arc run to the left instead of to the right, as Is customary on all other Ameri- 
can tracks.

UPSET IN THE BELMONT 

ROCK VIEW BEATEN BY PRINCE EUGENE IN 
HISTORIC EASTERN FIXTURE. 



Belmont Colt the Victim of a Badly Judged Ride- 
Lieutenant Rockwell's Skill as a Rider 
Shown in Military Steeplechase, 



New York, June 13. — Another large crowd jour- 
neyed to Belmont Park this afternoon and while 
they witnessed excellent racing, results were not 
up to expectations, as several supposedly “sure 
winners” failed to catch the judge's eye first. The 
greatest upset of the afternoon came with the run- 
ning of the Belmont Handicap in whieli the Belmont 
colt. Rock View, an overwhelming favorite, was 
lieatcu by Prinee Eugene, from the stable of Harry 
Payne Whitney. Rock View bad beaten him so 
easily when they met last time that he was ex- 
peeled to duplicate the feat this afternoon and lie 
would have done it but for a careless ride on tiie 
part of Tommy McTaggart. He kept Roek View 
in second place, while Flying Fairy cut out tiie 
pace and this order remained unchanged until lust 
after entering the stretch. Here McTaggart made 
his greatest mistake, for instead of going on with 
Rock View he was content to take things easy. 
He realized li is error shortly afterwards when Trox- 
ler brought Prince Eugene up with a rush, which 
forced Rock View into a pocket and caused him to 
he shut off. Prinee Eugene then went on. took Hie 
lead and held it to the finish, winning in a hard 
drive by half a length, with Rock View reducing 
his lead at every stride. 

The Belmont Stakes dates back to 1867. when it 
was won by Ruthless. It was run at Jerome Park 
prior to 1890 and at Morris. Park from 1S!M» to 1905, 
then transferred to Belmont I’ark. Its tabled his- 
tory since 1900 follows:

McTaggart also lost a race on Gallop, which was 
an odds-on choice, in the opening dash. But this 
was no fault of McTaggart’s as Gallon swerved 
badly during the running of the race when struck 
with the whip, going from the outside to the inner 
rail, which caused him to lose much ground., Wood- 
en Shoes, which had made all the pace, beat him 
home by four lengths. 

Lieutenant Rockwell was again to the front in 
the military steeplechase when he landed his horse 
Kinnelon the winner in a furious drive by a head 
from Zagg. The last-named was much the better of 
the two. tint Lieutenant Bradford could not begin 
to finish with Rockwell, while he also permitted 
Zagg to run out on the turns. Tiie other steeple- 
chase was won easily by L. Navarre. Timber and 
Winkle went the wrong course. Timber was pulled 
up by his rider, but Smith sent Winkle on after 
making his mistake. 

GOOD CARD FOR OTTAWA OPENING. 

All Indications Point to Successful Meeting at 
Canadian Capital. 

Ottawa, Out., June 13. — The Connaught Park 
Jockey Flub lias provided a tempting program for 
the opening of its inaugural meeting tomorrow. The 
card is made up of seven races, with tiie President’s 
Plate, a dash of one mile and an eighth, $1,500 
added, as tiie feature. There are only five entries 
in tin's stake, lull several other races have filled to 
the limit. There are sixteen in the third and sev- 
enth races and thirteen in file sixth. 

New arrivals are pouring in and tiie meeting gives 
every indication of being a most successful one. 
Light rain fell this morning and improved tiie 
going wonderfully. The track should lie in good 
condition for tomorrow's racing. 

The finishing touches were put on the plant this 
afternoon and everything is in readiness for the 
sport to ta-gin. The Schorr horses are already on 
the ground and tiie stable of Karl Linnet] came over 
from Hamilton in the car with the Schorr racers. 
H. G. Bedwell wired from Montreal that he would 
arrive tomorrow morning with his string. He has 
named Paton in the President's Plate and has 
several others in tiie shorter races. 

All the boxes for the opening day have been re- 
served and a big parly is coming over from Mon- 
treal and another from Toronto. 

Arthur N. Elrod, manager of the betting ring, re- 
ports about thirty applications from the layers and. 
as a crowd of 10,000 is expected by tiie manage- 
ment, tiie layers should find plenty of business. 

A wire from Montreal brings news of the elec- 
tion of John F. Ryan as vice president and gen- 
eral manager of tiie National Live Stock Exchange, 
a new company formed to raise and purchase re- 
mounts for Canada and England, with an authorized 
capital of $ 2 , 000 , 000 . 

The officials of the Ottawa meeting will lie .T. J. 
Burke. Frederick Gerhardy and Frances Nelson, 
judges; A. R. Loudon, racing secretary: Joseph 
McLennan, clerk of the scales, and A. B. Dade, 
starter. J. S. Hendrie will be one of tiie stewards. 

Ildrron, has been shipped from 
Montreal to Hamilton, where he will lie freshened 
for the Hamilton Derby, in which event ho will 
meet the Kentucky crack. Hawthorn. Jockey C. 
Turner is expected here, however, to ride as a free 
lance.

In only one respect is the race a 
disappointment in advance and that is that a series of mischances of one sort and another have operated 
to prevent the starting of such star three-year-olds as Hawthorn. Ten Point, Frederick I,., Donerail and His 
Majesty, all of which at one time were oouuted 011 as sure to go to the |>ost. However tiie fact that the 
field is to lie small numerically will not prevent the Derby from lieing a highly Interesting raee with 
abundant ground for diversity of opinion as to tin- outcome. The fact that High Private lias quite re- 
cently defeated Foundation and Great Britain does not in the least detract from the merit of the two ex- 
cellent three-year-olds. That old campaigner is liable to beat any man’s horse when right His uncivil 
treatment of tiie two eolts only serves to add interest to their meeting at a mile and a half today Then 
it is no sure thing that the colts will defeat tiie two fast fillies. Gowell and Floral Park Tliev can run as 
last as the colts and may stay the mile and a half fully as well. Altogether it will be a race well worth 
viewing.
